Chicago, Feb. 25.—Chicago and doz- 


ens of its suburbs today found out 
just what caused the explosion which 
literallly shook them to their foun- 
dations and caused a frenzy of ex- 
citement last night. Thirty tons of 
dynamite let go In a stone quarry 
southwest of the city shortly bfore 
nine o'clock and hundreds of alarmed 
residents went to bed not knowing 
what had happened to give rise to 
rumors

bombing squads, an 
earthquake, 


falling meteor, and disaster to some 
of the manufacturing -plants. 


For au hour after the blast, Chi- 


cago and its suburbs were in a furore. 
The smashing of glass in thousands 
of windows, the shaking of the build- 
ings and the noise of the explosion 
gave rise to reports that bombings 
were occuring simultaneously in many 
places.

EDUCATION THE SOLUTION. 


The Washington arms conference 


jn session from Oct. 12 to Feb. 6 had 
three principal objectivts toward 
which it worked: (1) The limitation 
of armament, (2) The termination of 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance, (5) To 
aid China, in securing her real in- 
dependence. 
These 
objectives, 
we 


might say, have been attained in a 
very large measure. 


But in .considering the results of 


I the conference it might be said that 
nuch more has been attained than 
1i summarized in these three state- 
ments. The "educative influence" of 
the conference should be given due 
consideration in estimating the pn- 
niarv results of the meeting. 


Sir P.obert Borden, Canadian dele- 


sate. in speaking of the "educative 
influence" of the 
conference 
?ays: 


"To preserve the peace for which we 
have toiled through many centuries 
.-.nd advancement along the path of 
fi"<»ciom. justice and equal opportun- 


ity. mankind must find some efficient 
means by which public right shall 
ha enthroned and the world's peace 
maintained." He furthermore states 
•that the only plan not impracticable 
at present is "to educate the public 


ernment of each state sviil be con- 
strained to the settlement of interna- 
tional differences by peaceful means. 
The peace of the world cannot be as- 
sured by any proposal that does not 
have this educative process as its 
fundamental process." 


Tn other words the people of the 


v.-hole worlJ must be taught to ap- 
preciate and understand the relation 
of man t0 man. This is largely the 
rc-sponsibil'-ty of public educat:on. If 
this be true is our nation with Illiter- 
acy that curses twenty-five per cent 
of its people doins all that is in its 
power to create an intelligent, sym- 
pathetic understanding of the 
rela- 


tion of man to man. 


"For every dollar the nation can 


afford to spend on soothing tobacco 
smoke that floats away in the air it 
can afford to spend another on edu- 
cation that remains and will influ- 
ence coming generations forever."

' This Club was organized in 1912. 
Last fall a 
membership campaign 


was made in which the roll call was 
very substantially increased, and tba 
Club now has an active, 
successful 


working: membership. It expects to 
become a Superior Club as soon as 
the remaining requirements can be 
m«t. 


Since the completion of the new 


building the Club has placed in the 
lower hall a life-sized statue of Ab- 
raham Lincoln for whom the school 
was named. It is a replica of the St. 
Ganflens -statue in Lincoln Park, Chi-- 
cago. It rests on a base twenty-six 
Inches high and is the first object to 
arrest the attention of one entering 
tho building; it is always an inspira- 
tion to the children. 


Two years ago play-ground appar- 


atus was purchased. In addition to 
teeters, 
swings, rings, and slides, 


there have teen added basketball, 
volley and soccer balls, also two soft 
balls for each room; these, with the 
tennis nets, furnish a 
variety of 


sports for the children. 


In May, 1931, a Keystone set was 


purchased by the club to which thi) 
lantern will probably be added later. 
These views are a great help in 
teaching, as they supplement and 
amplify the work in geography, his- 
tory, reading and almost any subject 
taught. 


The Mothers' Club has also con- 


tributed to th» professional growth 
of the teachers of Lincoln school by 
supplying the Elementary 
School 


Journal and 
the Normal Instructor 


for the teachers. 


At Christmas the Mothers' 
Club 


prepared the treat and decorated the 
tree, both of which- were donated by 
the- Fathers' Club. Each child in the 
school received nuts and candy. The 
teachers were given boxes of candy.

CHRISTMAS MONEY SAVIXG CLUB. 


Beginning Monday, Oct. 17, 1921, 


"Lincoln School Christmas Money Sav 
ing Club" started its account. Fri- 
day o£ each week thereafter, a report 
was made of the amount saved dur- 
ing the week, and a record of each 
child's savings was kept on tho 
bbard. from week to week. 


The first week's savings which was 


reported on Friday, Oct. 29, amounted 
to $33.42. The most saved by any 
person that first week was $2.75. 


Many children Instead of spending 


their whole weekly 
allowance of 


twenty-five cents or so for candy and 
shows, would put ten or fifteen cents 
into their savings. 


The pupils earned their money in 


various ways—some by running er- 
rands, others by helping their par- 
ents and neighbors. A few of the 
older and larger boys who fired fur- 
naoes and had regular paper routes, 
would always put at least two thirds 
of their week's wages into the sav- 
ings account. 


Charles Collier, a boy in the A3, 


grade, won a Ranger bicycle during 
the Herald contest. Some weeks lat- 
er he sold It for $58. This money was 
deposited 
with 
his other savings. 


Charles had on Friday, Dec. 23, 1321, 
$105, which was the highest Individu- 
al saving.

club, which had a membership of for- 
ty-five, was $379.1!).
